The bridge will be under actual c onstruction Thursday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock when appropriate ceremonies will be 
held at the foot of Alabama street at which Governor W. W. Brandon, governor of A labama, will make an address. The bridge is being built at a cost of $408,000 shared 
by these cities, the counties of Morgan and Limestone and the state highway commission. 
(Explanatory Note)-~The draw or “bascule” span will not appear as shown in 
the above illustration, according to Paul Moller, highway engineer, at the completion of the work, being placed at the suggestion of government authorities at the fifth 
span, leaving four spans on this side of the river and eight on the Limestone side, with the draw as a dividing line.

The year has been one of unusual 
events in connection with the shipping 
traffic, travel and water stages 
the Tennesee river. 
Perhaps 
the 
events recorded here have been more 
unusual than those told of at other 
points on the river. 
One of the greatest scares 
thrown into local people happened not 
long ago when it was rumored that the 
Southern railway bridge had given 
away. 
Many local folks called upon 
their imagination and pictured 
the 
steel structure lying »t the bottom of 
the river wrh great locomotives stand­ 
ing idle at either side of the stream 
snorting for some way to get across. 
The truth of the matter, was that one 
of the piers had listed slightly and 
the Southern crews remedied the trou­ 
ble within a very short while. Traffic 
on the bridge was slowed up but not 
halted, trainmen being given orders 
to cross at a snail’s pace for fear that 
the structure might give way at the 
weak spot.,

Another rumor went forth that the 
water was so low at this point that 
the ferry systems had been halted and 
that there was no way to cross the 
stream available to automobiles and 
wagon traffic.
